Niagara Falls, N. Y., April 29 
(JP)—Sale of the site of the de­ 
stroy ed “Honey moon” bridge to 
an Ontario-New York Commis­ 
sion cleared the way today for 
constru ction of a new span ov er­ 
looking Niagara Falls. 
The 
International 
Railway 
company , owner of the famed 
span tha t collapsed u nder pres­ 
su re of an ice jam in Janu ary , 
1938 , annou nced it had contract­ 
ed to sell “real estate, rights and 
transferable franchises” to the 
Niagara Falls Bridge Commis­ 
sion, an international body pre­

It may be, as the warmongers insist, that the 
ou tbreak of a general Eu ropean conflict wou ld 
mean America’s u ltimate participation. Bu t any ­ 
one who has read history and who is able to 
grasp the realities of international affairs mu st 
know th at constant thinking and talking in 
term s of military action is in itself a potent 
cau se of war. 
At the moment America’s interests are not di­ 
rectly concerned with Eu ropean dev elopments. 
Howev er, they may become inv olv ed to a men­ 
acing ex tent u nless ou r gov ernment officials and 
citizens ev ery where v igilantly cling to the ideals 
of peace and neu trality . 
Thinking people who hav e taken the trou ble 
to stu dy ev ents leading u p to America’s entry 
into the World war are well aware of the facts 
th at the final mov e was du e to a combination of 
propaganda, mob hy steria, official presu mption 
and financial inv olv ement. By av oiding these 
mistakes in the present setting, the United States 
u nqu estionably cou ld keep ou t of war for an 
indefinite period. 
If the liv es of thou sands, not to say millions, 
of y ou ng Americans are worth considering the 
patriotic thing is for the people of this cou ntry 
silently to endorse reasonable strengthening of 
national defenses and openly to spu rn the war 
frenzy of those who still think it is u p to u s to 
sav e the world. 
The sou nd neu trality policy originally pu rsu ed 
by President Wilson was predicted u pon pre­ 
cisely this kind of disinterested thou ght and ac­ 
tion. It was only when America fell v ictim to the 
deliberately propagated philosophy of m ilitar­ 
ism and to the insenate greed of the inter­ 
national financiers th at the dogs of war were let 
loose u pon an essentially peace-lov ing nation. 
That is the lesson of history which the whole 
cou ntry shou ld heed in these trou blou s times.

The u nderstanding is th at H it­ 
ler’s real dependence for internal 
su pport as well as for troops in 
war lies in his v ariou s shock 
troops and div isions bu ilt u p 
within the past six y ears. Within 
th at stru ctu re is seen a real 
weakness—six y ears is not long 
enou gh to train a corps of of­ 
ficers capable of condu cting a 
war against first rank opposi­ 
tion.

County agents took a cut in 
salary this y ear when the In­ 
diana legislature lowered its con­ 
tribution to the pay of each 
from $2,000 annually to $1,8 00. 
The av erage county agent in this 
state now gets $2,78 0. The fed­ 
eral gov ernment chips in $48 0 
and the county v ary ing amounts 
from nothing to $2,000. In addi­ 
tion, the county normally sets 
aside $500 for ex penses and $500 
for a secretary . 
Agents hav e 
been paid as low as $2,000 and as 
high as $4,6 00. 
A county agent usually is a 
graduate of some agricultural 
school. The director of agricul­ 
tural ex tension of Pürdue ap­ 
points Him subject to approv al 
of the state county agent com­ 
mittee. This committee, set up 
by a 19 37 state law, is composed 
of the dirèctor, state agriculture 
commissioner and state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction. 
Congress passed the Smith- 
Lev er act May 8 , 19 14. This act 
sets aside federal money for 
states, some of it to be paid to­ 
ward county agents’ salaries. 
Soon after, L. B. Clore was named 
Indiana’s first county agent in 
LaPorte county . In the first y ear 
of the act, 10 Hoosiers agents 
were chosen. Today fiv e of the 
9 2 agents hav e been on the job 
20 y ears or more.

He to o k a b ach elo r o f 
scien ce degree in agricu ltu re a t 
Pu rdu e an d tau gh t v o catio n al 
agricu ltu re two y ears in Sp en cer 
h igh sch o o l. He go t h is p resen t 
jo b May 2 , 19 3 5.

His jo b , as h e sees 


it, is to “ improv e liv ing con­ 
ditions on the farm, social and 
financial.” 
He conducts demonstrations 
and answers questions on how 
to raise better crops &nd liv e­ 
stock, fertilize the soil, prev ent 
erosion and eradicate weed and 
insect pests. He has charge of 
the 4-H club program for boy s 
and girls and, in part, of the 
home economics clubs for wom­ 
en. He works with civ ic clubs, 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Farm Bureau and other groups 
on programs to help fanners. His 
annual report shows that in 19 38 
he was in the office 149 day s 
and in the field 140. He made 
1,16 9 v isits to 56 2 fanpo or 
homes, had 3,78 1 office and 6 ,073 
telephone calls, wrote 5,28 3 let­ 
ters, issued 223 circular letters 
and distributed 8 ,718 farm bulle­ 
tins. Conder put on sev en ag­ 
ricultural shows, 6 0 demonstra­ 
tion meetings, 21 tours and four 
4-H achiev ement day programs. 
The work, his report say s, in­ 
fluenced 
2,756 
families 
and 
brought changes in methods on 
2,500 farms. 
As L. M. Busche, assistant state 
county agent leader at Purdue, 
traces its history , the job of 
county agent was ev olv ed to help 
the farm compete and surv iv e 
after it grew from the self-suf­ 
ficient economic unit of colonial 
day s to the largely mechanized 
business concern of today , de­ 
pending for its prosperity on 
the well being of the whole ec­ 
onomic structure. 
Two things spurred this ev o­ 
lution: (1) The cotton boll wee­ 
v il plague of the south in 19 05 
and (2) the world war. When the 
boll weev il became destructiv e, 
railroads and others hired farm 
demonstrators to show how to 
fight it. When the country need­ 
ed more food and fiber in the 
world war, more farm ex perts 
were 
employ ed 
to 
encourage 
farmers in stepping up produc­ 
tion. Before this, though, con­ 
gress and the state legislatures 
already had passed laws creat­ 
ing county agent offices. 
“ The ex tension program start­ 
ed with demonstrations,” said 
Busche, “ and we hav en’t found 
any thing better than demon­ 
strations y et.” 
He said that since the war, 
howev er, emphasis on produc­ 
tion had changed. 
Then the 
idea was more production. To­ 


day it is more economical pro­ 
ductions.

county agents gone out and tried 
to get farmers to raise 1,000 
bushels of corn where before 
was 6 00,” Busche ex plained. To? 
day they try to hav e them raise 
more per acre on fewer acres— 
to cut down their acreage and 
still get all they need. 
This emphasis on economical 
production helps conserv e the 
soil, he pointed out. Farmers 
hav e come to understand that if 
they raise 20 per cent more corn 
an acre, it takes that much more 
out of the soil. \ They hav e 
switched many acres to crops 
that build up the land. 
A major task before the coun­ 
ty agents nowaday s, said Busche, 
is to dev elop social life among 
farm families and teach their 
children how to gel along with 
other people. 
“ If we don’t teach a boy some­ 
thing better than to raise a pig, 
we hav en't done much,” he ob­ 
serv ed. “ If a girl gets so she can 
make a cake and throw a ring­ 
er ev ery time and still isn’t a 
good citizen, we’v e got a long 
way to go.”
